U.S. Denies Validity of 
Document; Cmdr. Bucher 
Says Men Were Beaten 


SEOUL (AP) — The commander of the USS Pueblo said to- 


day he and his men were beaten in the final weeks of their North 
Korean captivity in "the most concentrated form of terror that 
I've ever dreamed possible." 


To win the release of the 82 men after 11 months of captivity, 


a U.S. representative in Panmunjom signed a statement apolo- 
gizing for the "grave acts of espionage committed by the U.S. 
ship ... 
after having intruded into the territorial waters" of 


North Korea. But first he repudiated the statement and said he 
was signing it only to free the ship's crew, a procedure to which 
the North Koreans agreed. 


Cmdr. Lloyd M. Bucher told a news conference of the beatings 


after he and his surviving 81 crewmen reached South Korea and 
were sent to a U.S. military hospital for medical checkups. 


Some of the men still had 


>lack eyes and buises and oth- 
ers suffered from malnutrician, 
Jucher said. 
"I was beaten less than any- 


one else," he said. 


"I was mostly terrified of pos-

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


Release of the Pueblo crewmen 
was obtained under what Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk calls 
one of the strangest diplomatic 
procedures in cold war history 
and another high official calls 
just plain "kooky " 


The formula called for the 


chief U.S. negotiator to sign a 
statement admitting US guilt 
but only after the North Ko- 
reans agreed to let him publicly 
announce beforehand that the 
statement was a lie. 


"Apparently the North Ko- 


reans believe there is propagan- 
da value even in a worthless 
document which Maj. Gen. Gil- 
bert H. Woodward publicly la- 
beled false before he signed it," 
Rusk said. 


The 
document signed 
by 


Woodward, the chief U.S. nego 
tiator, said the Pueblo had en- 
tered North Korean waters, and 
declared that the US. govern 
ment "shoulders full responsi- 
bility and solemnly apologizes 
for grave acts of espionage." It 
gave "firm assurance no U.S 
ships will intrude again." 


Woodward, in his public repu- 


diation in advance of signing the 
statement, said "the document 
which I am going to sign is at 
variance with the U.S. posi 
tion but my signature will not 
and cannot alter the facts. 


"I will sign the document to 


free the crew and only to free 
the crew." 


Rusk commented that in 19 


years of public service he knew 
of no precedent for the contra- 
dictory statements.

Director Lester P. Voigt, in 


the documentation of the new 
budget proposal of the State De- 
partment of Natural Resources, 
says the current aggregate of 
trash and garbage disposal in 
the state is estimated at more 
than 38 million tons and that 
the increase appears to be at a 
rate to make it likely that the 
total will reach 65 million tons 
before the end of the century. 


Voigt offered these other illus- 


trations of growing problems in 
the protection of the environ- 
ment: 


Motor vehicles in the state are 


now emitting 1.8 million tons of 
toxic gas and solids per year, 
and probably will reach 2.5 mil- 
lion tons by the year 2000. 


The smoke from refuse burn- 


ing today pollutes the atmos- 
phere at the rate of 750,000 tons 
per year, and by the 1990's it is 
likely to reach nearly a million 
tons. 


Voigt explained that the air in 


a city like Madison is "relatively 
pure," with the dust fall amount- 
ing to about 25 tons per square 
mile per month, in sharp con- 
trast with a city like New York 
where it is over 80 tons, or in 
Door County, Wisconsin, one of 
the favorite tourist centers of the 
state, where it is only about 10 
tons.

Astronauts Describe Moon:

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Astronaut James 
Lovell, giving man's first eye- 
ball report today on what it's 
like on the moon, sounded 
almost like a tourist who finds 
his long-sought vacation place 
looks prettier in pictures.

and Air Force Maj. William A. 
Anders joined the ranks of histo- 
ry's premier explorers at 3:59 
a m. CST today when they fired 
Apollo 8 into a perfect lunar or- 
bit. 


They gazed in astonishment at 


a sight never before seen by 
man—the backside OL&&. moan 
that constantly hides itself from 
Earth. 


It was akin to Columbus sight- 


ing the New World, Balboa star- 
ing down at the Pacific or De 
Gama rounding the Cape of 
Good Hope. It was Jules Verne, 
Buck Rogers and Flash Gordon 
all wrapped up in a neat Christ- 
mas package for the adventure- 
lovers of the world.

^chool.

- But we have some misgivings as far as 


3he fate of the individual students are 
^concerned. The charge "P°n which the 
'.group was convicted in tfre regents' ruling 
fras of occupying the university president's 
;offict and refusing to wave the premises 
•when ordered to do so There was no 
Differentiation made between those who 
•took part in the ransacking of administra- 
tion offices and those who did not. The only 
.differentiation was between four students 
rwho joined the stand-in la** who may apply 
"for reinstatement next s*n!Mt«f« and the 
other 90 who must wait until next fall to 
.apply for readmission. 


We are also concerned about the 


effectiveness of the decision as it relates to 
what Oshkosh State University was at- 
tempting to accomplish in *e first place, to 
provide an educational opportunity for 


disadvantaged black students, mainly from 
the core area of Milwaukee. 


Granting the students an opportunity to 


apply for readmission is a gesture in this 
direction. And there were certainly critics 
who felt they should never be allowed to 
again enter a state supported institution of 
higher education, and that therefore the 
regents were too lenient. 


But the basic problem remains. If there 


is any solution possible for the economic 
plight of disadvantaged students in this 
state or elsewhere, education is the best 
hope. 


We would like to see Oshkosh State 


University go out of its way to encourage 
these students to apply for readmission. WP 
fervently hope that the university con- 
tinues to implement a course of study 
specifically designed for these students and 
others in their situation. And that the 
university uses the period between now and 
next fall to review and re-evaluate the 
program it launched for the disadvantaged 
with a view toward improving the educa- 
tional aspects of the program and also 
improving the relationships between black 
students and the balance of the student 
body, the faculty, the administration, and 
the community in which

operates.

In what is new -copduct even for

an apology which was described for the 
world as bunk before it was signed. At least 
three reasons suggest themselves. 


It may be that the Ndrth Koreans felt 


athey had received all the propaganda 
^mileage which was possible from the Pueblo 
incident. And in the controlled Press of 
North Korea at least, it it a sure bet that 
the American disclaimer oi the apology will 
not be noted. It also may b« that the United 
States set some sort of 4 deadline for a 
reciprocal act. It was noted some weeks ago 
-that several ships, built fof North Korea in 
Europe, were about ready to set sail. 


It will take a long time for the 


humiliation over the Pu^lo incident to 
wear away. The world's greatest sea power 
,had one of its ships taken W a sea power of 
.no consequence. It must be remembered 
"that the ship, probably vfith most of its 
"secret intelligence equipment not destroy- 
ed, still is in North Korean hands. And now 
' there is testimony that the crew was beaten 
while in captivity.

done as some sort of independent force. 


At the convention of the National 


Conference of Editorial Writers last month, 
Admiral John McCain Jr., commander-in- 
chief for the Pacific, said flatly. "As far as I 
am concerned, we won't have another 
Pueblo. There won't be an exposed ship for 
one thing." 


The world will }»*«* that North Koica 


was the villain of the Pueblo incident. But 
as McCain indicated, the incident also has 
been a harsh lesson that adjustments must 
be made in the difficult area between 
intelligence gathering and military con- 
frontation.
